in Teheran, 1 in a volume that also contains Samau'al al-Maghribl's Silenting iht 
Jews 2 (written over a century earlier) and a philosophical epistle from Ibn Kammuna 
to his son. The manuscript is in poor condition. The Examination is copied on one 
hundred and ten pages of nineteen lines to a page, in a Persian hand. The Samau'al 
text following states that the manuscript was written near Shiraz in 685/1286. 

A volume of Ibn Kammuna's treatises, in various hands, on narrow sheets, in 
the Suleymaniye Library., Istanbul, gives a text that generally shows a remarkable 
affinity with the Teheran copy. It neglects diacritical points frequently; it carries 
tb? date 696/1297, and was prepared in the Mad rasa Nuriya in Mosul. 3 

The manuscript m the Biblioteca Angelica, Rome, is a well written copy dated 
753/1354. Both the copyist and the Christian annotator lived in Mardin.* From 
M&rdin, also, comes the copy in Hebrew characters, now in Berlin, made in 1652 
of the Sefeucid era (^=1341), This volume contains the only copy of our author's 
work on the differences between rabbinic Jewry and the Karaites. 5 The date of 
writing is given in this manuscript as 679/1980. 

The second copy in Hebrew characters is in the Bodleian Library, Oxford, as 
MS Huntingtoa 390. One owner purchased it in 1664 of the Seleucid era (= 1353). 
"Some pages art missing, and a different hand appears toward the end. 8 

The fact that the texts, including those in Hebrew characters, contain eulogy 
formulas for the prophet of Islam gave rise to the notion that the author might have 
been converted to Islam. But it is more plausible that thev were penned by Muslim 
copyists. 7 Pl$db)y the original had mentioned "God's chosen prophet," a non- 
a^nmittal. formula, equally acceptable to Jews (with reference to Moses) and to 
Muslims (with reference to Muhammad), D. H. Baneth suggested that the author 
had sought, by using Islamic eulogies, to pave the way for his tract among Muslim 
readers, and to placate them in advance, which was an acceptable position for a 
philosopher to whom all religions were, if not equally valid, at least equally creations 
of divine providence. 

A translation of ?he work is expected to follow the present publication.

The book consists o! fhur sections ; eric on religion and prcphethood in general, 
and one on each of the ivoriotheistic faiths. The discussion is dispassionate, claims 
to be and tries to appear unprejudiced and objective, treating all parties with equal 
detachment. The most important section is ths.t on Islam. From a somewhat parallel 
work by our author on inter-Jewish dissensions (between rabbinic Jewry and Kara* 
ites) 1 we see that he quite consciously pursued this line of eliminating heat while 
throwing light on the problem under discussion. The Examination is indeed a piece 
of comparative religious study by a thirteenth-century author. 

lbn Kammuna uses extensively quotations and expositions of passages from earlier 
authors, in an eclectic excerpting mariner, in order to give die various factions their 
say. What remains original is the approach, and the spirit of fairness, which the 
author consciously and explicitly sought to apply. 

It is known that the book evoked two Muslim retorts that, it would seem, have 
not been preserved. 2 A third, a brief and meager sketch, is preserved in an Istanbul 
manuscript. 3 A Christian retort is contained in a bulky series of notes by a four- 
teenth-century author, lbn al-Mahruma. 4 And apart from those literary echoes, we 
know that the book itsdf was used as a pretest: for a mob attack. 6 

lbn Kammuria's works, especially on philosophy, were known, used, and studied 
in later times. 8 A century ago, Moritz Steinschneider felt that the Examination was 
perhaps the most interesting piece of medieval interreligious controversy in Arabic, 
and was, indeed, a summary and compendium of this literary genre. 7 David H. 
Baneth, in a penetrating study of the book, noted that lbn Kammuna's writings 
were "exceptionally interesting documents of the rationalist trend in the middle 
ages." 8 Apart from the quotations adduced by these scholars, a section of the chapter 
on Judaism was published by Leo Hirschfeld.* 

The present edition is based on five manuscripts. Two of these are in Hebrew 
characters, and one is of Christian origin. The oldest is in the Library of the Majlis

thirteenth century, a province capital within the empire of the iikaau, th<- Mongol 
rulers in Iran-Iraq who were nominally dependent on Kubiai Khan's (1259-1294) 
Far Eastern empire, that creation of Jingiz Khan. 

The Mongol rulers were pagans or Buddhists. Not until 1395, a decade after the 
death of our author, did the Okhan Ghazan, (1295-1304) embrace Islam, the religion 
of the overwhelming majority of the population of the Ukhans' empire. Thus, by the 
time the Examination, was written, Islam had been, for a generation (since the Mongol 
conquest in 1258) the majority faith in Baghdad, but not the dominant faith. It had 
been reduced to the status of one of the officially tolerated faiths — that is, to the 
status allotted to the Christians and Jews under Muslim domination. 

This possibly accounts for the frank criticism displayed by our author in his 
discussion of Islam. Though most of the arguments he adduced may occur in dis- 
cussions by Muslim authors, the cumulative sting of their array was no doubt 
resented by some people as malevolent and arrogant, 

Furthermore, we notice that the chronicler sets the agitation against Ibn Kammuna 
not in the year the Examination was written, 1280 (the date is known from the manu- 
scripts) but four years later. Certain conditions of the time may serve to explain 
this outbreak. The conqueror of Baghdad and founder of the ilkhan dynasty, Hulagu 
(d. 1265), had been succeeded by his brother Abaqa (1 265-1 282), and it was in 
Abaqa's reign that Ibn Kammuna was active and that the Examnahon ,y&s written. 
Abaqa was in turn succeeded by his brother Nikudar, who embraced Islam and 
reigned as Ahmed (1282-1284). But this Muslim ruler was overthrown by Abaqa's 
son, Arghun (1 284-1291), who, like his father, was a Buddhist. The overthrow of 
the Muslim ruler by the non-Muslim ruler took place in the same year (1284) as 
the Ibn Kammuna incident. Perhaps there is some connection between the events: 
the irritation of the Muslim populace was expressed in an agitation against the four- 
year-old treatise that was reputedly critical of Islam. [Cf, p. 103, n. 4. J 

As a rule, religious discussions under the thirteenth-century Mongol rulers were 
frequent and free. It is well known that Christendom entertained high hopes that 
the Mongols would one day join its fold and, in a concerted effort asainst common 
enemies, mainly the Mamluk empire in Egypt-Syria, help release the last remnants 
of the Crusaders' possessions from Islamic pressure and open new avenues oi contact 
with the East. In the West, this hope was nurtured by — and in turn nurtured — 
the lore of Prester John, the legendary head of a mighty, righteous, Christian state 
that was believed to exist somewhere in the Far East 1 

But apart from these concrste conditions of the times, mere had developed over 
the centuries an Arabic literature of con t rovers y among the monotheistic faiths. 
Indeed, it seemed to have been fostered in the period of the Crusades.* The fiwrnw 
tion is a work of this genre with its centuries-okl history', but perhaps its outspoken

INTRODUCTION 



Sa'd ow Mans ur Ibn Kaicwoka, a well-known oculist and teacher of philosophy, 
lived in Baghdad during the thirteenth century. He was a distinguished member of 
the Jewish cxammmity. 

His writings, of which several volumes have been preserved, are mostly on phil- 
osophy. As to his biography, only two brief notes are available, both in the works of 
a contemporary chronicler. Under the year 1284 we find the following: 1

The book consists ol four sections: one on religion and prcphethood in general, 
and one on each of the monotheistic faiths. The discussion is dispassionate, claims 
to be and tries to appear ;nprejudiccd and objective, treating all parties with equal 
detachment. The most im,x>rtant section is that on Islam. From a somewhat parallel 
work by our author on inter-Jewish dissensions (between rabbinic Jewry and Kara- 
ites) 1 we sec that he quite consciously pursued this line of eliminating heat while 
throwing light on the problem under discussion. The Examination is indeed a piece 
of comparative religious study by a thirteenth-century author. 

Ibn Kamrouna uses extensively quotations and expositions of passages from earlier 
authors, in an eclectic excerpting manner, in order to give the various factions their 
say. What remains original is the approach, and the spirit of fairness, which the 
author consciously and explicitly sought to apply. 

It is known that the book evoked two Muslim retorts that, it would seem, have 
not been preserved. 2 A third, a brief and meager sketch, is preserved in an Istanbul 
manuscript. 8 A Christian, retort is contained in a bulky series of notes by a four- 
teenth-century author, Ibn al-Mahruma. 4 And apart from those literary echoes, we 
know that the book itself was used as a pretext for a mob attack. 6 

Ibn Kammuria's works, especially on philosophy, were known, used, and studied 
in later times.* A century ago, Moritz Steinschneider felt that the Examination was 
perhaps the most interesting piece of medieval interreligious controversy in Arabic, 
and was, indeed, a summary and compendium of this literary genre. 7 David H. 
Baneth, in a penetrating study of the book, noted that Ibn Kammuna's writings 
were "exceptionally inter esting documents of the rationalist trend in the middle 
ages." 8 Apart from the quotations adduced by these scholars, a section of the chapter 
on Judaism was published by Leo Hifschfeld.* 

The present edition is based on five manuscripts. Two of these are in Hebrew 
characters, and one is of Christian origin. The oldest is in the Library of the Majlis

in Teheran, 1 in a volume that also contains Samau'al al-Maghribi's Silencing the 
Jtwx 2 (Written over a century earlier) and a philosophical epistle From Ibn Kamrnuna 
to his son. The manuscript is in poor condition. The Examination is copied on one 
hundred and ten pages of nineteen lines to a page, in a Persian hand. The Samau'al 
text following states that the manuscript was written hear Shiraz in 685/1286. 

A volume of Ibn Kammnna's treatises., in various hands, on narrow sheets, in 
the Suleymaniye Library, Istanbul, gives a text that generally shows a remarkable 
affinity with the Teheran copy. It neglects diacritical points frequently; it carries 
thr date 696/1297, and was prepared in the Madrasa NGriya in Mosul. 3 

The manuscript in -the Biblioteca Angelica, Rome, is a well written copy dated 
753/* 554. Both the copyist and the Christian annotator lived in Mardin,* From 
Mardm, also, comes the copy in Hebrew characters, now in Berlin, made in 1652 
of the Seieucid era (=1341). This volume contains the only copy of our author's 
work on the differences between rabbinic Jewry and the Karaites. 8 The date of 
writing is given in this manuscript as 679/1S80. 

The second copy in Hebrew characters is in the Bodleian Library, Oxford, as 
MS Huntington 390. One owner purchased it in 1664 of the Seieucid era (— 1353)- 
Some pages are' missing, and a different hand appears toward the end. 8 

The fact that the texts, including those in Hebrew characters, contain eulogy 
formulas for the prophet of Islam ^ave rise to the notion that the author might have 
been converted to Islam. But it is more plausible that the-, were penned by Muslim 
<-opyistsJ Possibly the original had mentioned "God's chosen prophet," a non- 
committal formula, equally acceptable to Jews (with reference to Moses) and to 
fclusKms (with reference to Muhammad). D. H. Baneth suggested that the author 
had sought, by using Islamic eulogies, to pave the way for his tract among Muslim 
readers, and to placate them in advance, which was an acceptable position for a 
philosopher to whom all religions were, if not equally valid, at least equally creations 
of divine providence.

thirteenth century, a province capital within the empire of the uAjsaas. thi'. Mongol 
rulers in Iran-Iraq who were nominally dependent on Kublai Khan's (1259-1294) 
Far Eastern empire, that creation of Jingiz Khan. 

The Mongol rulers were pagans or Buddhists. Not until 1295. ft decade after the 
death of our author, did the ilkhan Ghazan, (1295-1304) embrace Islam, the religion 
of the overwhelming majority of the population of the ilkhan*' empire.

Though most of the arguments he adduced may occur in dis- 
cussions by Muslim authors, the cumulative sting of their array was no doubt 
resented by some people as malevolent and arrogant. 

Furthermore, we notice that the chronicler sets the agitation against Ibn Kammuna 
not in the year the Examination was written, 1280 (the date is known from the manu- 
scripts) but four years later. Certain conditions of the time may serve to explain 
this outbreak. The conqueror of Baghdad and founder of the ilkhan dynasty, Hulagu 
(d. 1265), had been succeeded by his brother Abaqa (1265-1282), and it was in 
Abaqa's reign that Ibn Kammuna was active and that the Exa n anad m jwas written.
